NEW GAS RATE TO 
BE BETWEEN $1.10 
AND $1.25, REPORT 


a 
City Expert’s Figures 
Justifies Raise. 

An emergency increase in gas rates 
to between $1.10 and $1.25 will be an- 
nounced by the public utilities com- 
mission next week. The new rate will 
be effective June 1. 

Attorneys and engineers for the city 
and the gas company, who have been 
at work on a valuation study of the 
company’s property for five months, 
reported to the commission yesterday 
that the company’s reproduction cost 
as of July 1, 1919, is $134,300,000. 

This valuation figure, in the opinion 
of the commissioners, justifies a rate 
of at least $1.10 and the commission's 
engineers who are at work analyzing 
the figures may find that the $1.26 
rate requested by the company is jus- 
tified by the report of. the valuators. 

May be Permanent Rate. 

The attorneys and engineers point 
out in their report that the $134,300,- 
000 figure is only tentative and that 
some changes may be necessary when 
the are ready, June 15. 
A ch of a million or two dollars 
in the valuation, héwever, is not ex- 
pected to affect the rate materially 
and there is a@sgood chance that the 
emergency rate to be announced next 
week will become the permanent rate. 

Although James H. Wilkerson, chair- 
man of the commission, refused to 
discuss the report following adjourn- 
ment yesterday his remarks during 
the session were considered significant. 

“Supposing that the new rates were 
retroactive as of June 1, how many 
days in June would the commission 
have before it would be necessary to 
announce its decision?” the chairman

‘SMITH’S SURRENDER. 


Congressman Frank L. Smith, the Washington 
manager of Gov. Lowden’s campaign for president, 
has been elected chairman of the Republican state 
committee, but by a compromise with Chicago Re- 
publican elements, which are a detriment to the 
party in the state and in the nation. It was an 
unnecessary compromise, which is about as com- 
plete a condemnation of a compromise as can be 
inade. 

Goy. Lowden, in the state convention, made an 
issué against Thompson and Lundin and won. He 
did not try conciliation or compromise or hunt for 
expedients. He said in effect that if the Repub- 
licans of the state wanted Thompson and Lundin 
they could have them. That was enough to drive 
the pair back into their Chicago strongholds. 

There is every evidence that downstate Repub- 
licans, detesting Thompson and Lundin and their 
acts, in the war and after it, were gratified by the 
governor's attitude and rejoiced at his success. 
Outside certain Chicago districts there is not much 
affection for equivocal} “patriotism. One-sixth of 
the sixth German city may still think that it was 
a mistake to win the war, but. elsewhere in the: 
state this sentiment does not prevail. 

Sraith won his chairmanship by an unnecessary 
compromise with these elements, and if the down- 
state liked Lowden’s fight and victory in the other 
instance, when Thompson and Lundin tried to 
write the party platform and carry their ideas into 
the national convention, downstate will not like 
Smith’s concession to a defeated and easily discred- 
ited Chicago organization. 

Thompson and Lundin are trying to increase 
their territory. If downstate politicians play loose 
with downstate sentiments they may give Repub- 
licans the state over something they will have to 
work to get rid of. They have put a Thompson- 
Limdin man in as secretary of the state commit- 
tee, which is a wedge for the pair in state politics. 

If the people downstate are infatuated with Chi- 
cago Republican politics they will be glad Smith 
surrendered when he might have had the place by 
a clean fight or have lost it_with more credit.

HIGHER FREIGHT RATES: 


CHEAPER FOOD. 

A genera) downward trend of prices for all com- 
modities except food is claimed in the May report 
of the Chicago federal reserve bank on condi- 
tions in the middle west. “ Probably the most dis- 
turbing point in the entire situation,” it adds, “is 
the almost demoralized condition of our railroads, 
transportation being on the verge of a breakdown.” 

The intimate relation of the railroad demoral- 
ization with the fact that the downward trend in 
price does not apply to food may be found in such 
items of news as that sixty-two cars of sugar, total- 
ing 4,000,000 pounds, were found tied up by conges- 
tion in Chicago railroad yards one day this week 
while householders were paying as high as 32 cents 
a pound for sugar and were limited to purchase of 


recent statement by Frank G. Cromwell of Kansas 
City that 16,000,000 bushels of last year’s wheat 
crop are held up in Kansas within a few weeks of 
the new crop because of railroad restrictions. 

These cases are typical of the food transporta- 
tion situation. 

Along the railroads flow the life streams which 
keep the nation strong. When these streams be- 
come congested, the country becomes ill. Before 

- we can hope to return to health the congestion 
must be relieved. A temporary panacea in the 
shape of priority rulings is bringing a temporary 

a benefit, but at the cost of restriction to energies 
almost as important as those of food production. 

The relief must be more general and permanent. 
The railroads must be put into a condition such 
that they can handle not only food and coal but al! 
the products of our industria! life. It has been 
thoroughly explained, and ts generally admitted, 
-that they lack equipment and sufficient labor. The 
interstate commerce commission can provide at 
‘least a start on the equipment by making availabla 
at once all the funds provided for that purpose 
‘by the Esch-Cummins bill. The railroad labor 
‘board can remedy the labor situation by immediate 
award'of such Just wage scales as will hold rail- 
road employés in the service and attract new ones.

sentation in the legislature. If our politicians in- 
sist upon handicapping the best element of our 
citizens and keeping their voting strength cut far 
below that of the districts where education and 
citizen quality are below par, we can be certain that 
downstate representatives will feel justified in re- 
ducing Chicago’s influence as far as they are able. 

The redistricting committees therefore have this 
responsibility to consider also. . 

The voters of Chicago have a right to an equal 

voice in their government. But certain politicians 
do not want to be disturbed in their political es- 
tates. This creates an issue between obedience to 
the law, common justice to voters, and the cause 
of good government on the one hand, and the 
selfish advantage of politicans on the other. 
At this moment it seems the politicians can do 
as they please. But if they abuse their power and 
ignore their duty to the city, they will be held to 
account, and sooner or later will have to settle 
with the people.

Dairy inspection was started in 1907.

In that 
year they recognized the réle of infection 
in causing diarrhea and based their 
work largely on that. The health de- 
partment attempted to teach every 
mother of a young baby that in summer 
time especially diarrhea was due to in- 
fection. The germs are found in the stools 
of babies and the way to keep babies 
well was fo disinfect promptly the dia- 
pers of all babies. 
Many of the mothers train their babies 
not to soil their diapers. Even when 


only a few months old a properly trained 


baby has bowel movements in a vessel-at 
regular intervals. Every soiled diaper 
is placed immediately on removal in a 
covered metal bucket.

There seems to be a 
great diversity of opinion among physi- 
cians in regard to its merits.” 

REPLY. - 

Aspirin is a ealicylic acid preparation. It 
is one of the coal tar preparations. The 
advantage over other salicylic acid prepara- 
tions is that it is‘less apt to upset the stom- 
ach. The ordinary aspirin tablet is 80 easily 
transported and so convenient to take that 
most people prefer it to salicylates for con- 
venience’s sake. Many people find it disturbs 
the stomach less than salicylates do, but 
there are exceptions. It is of service in re- 
lieving headaches and othe, aches due to 
rheumatism, infections with séreptococci. 
colds and fevers. It is not a curative agent 
in any disease. Given occasionally and with 
discretion, it has a place. Swallowed indis- 
criminately for painful menstruation, heavy 
feeling in the pelvis, backache, nervousness, 
all kinds of headaches, it does harm about 
ten times as often as it does good. The race 
would have been better if aspirin had not 
been Mvented.

HAS WRONG IDEA OF INSURANCE. 
Chicago, May 23.—[Friend of the Sol- 
dier.}—Please let me know if I will draw 


in a lump sum or in monthly payments, 


on a $1,000 ordinary life policy at the age 
of 63. I converted my insurance and 
paid up for a few months and was told 


‘by a friend that I could only get at the 


age of 63 the monthly rate of $5.05. I 
think the Sweet bill compels the govern- 
ment to pay me the policy in full when 
I reach the age of 63. J. A. 

From statements made in your letter, the 
government insurance proposition has not 
been fully nor properly explained to you. 
An ordinary life policy is one on which you 
make payments all your life, and at your 
death is paid to your beneficiary either in 
monthly installments or in a lump sum, ac- 
cording to your wish specified-in your policy 
at the time you convert it. Only the three 
endowment policies are paid to you at the ex- 
piration of the endowment period, either 
twenty or thirty years, or an endowment ma- 
turing at the age of 62. 

The Sweet bill provision of which you 
speak is the one- which allows any of the 
government permanent insurance policies to 
be paid in a lump sum to the beneficiary. 
where the soldier has so specified.

Hughes Loses Fight to 
Kill Indictment. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 26.—United 
States District Judge A. B. Anderson 
in federal court late today overruled 
the demurrer filed by Charles E. 
Hughes to the finding of the court this 
morning, which sustained five of the 
counts in the indictment charging 125 
coal miners and operators with con- 
spiracy to violate the Lever act. 

Pleas of not guilty were entered by 
the attorneys for the defendants, with 
five exceptions, and Nov. 8 was the 
date Set for the trial. Defendants in 
Illinois, Ohio, and Missouri have 
brought proceedings to resist being 
brought into court here. Only defend- 


ants residing in Pennsylvania and In- 
diana were in court today.

Strike and originally contained eighteen 
counts, based on the Lever act and 
the criminal code.

The 
opinion affirmed the decision of Fed- 
eral Judge Hazel, who refused to en- 
join Federal District Attorney Lock- 
wood of the western district of New 
York state from proceeding against 
the company, charged with profiteer- 
ing. 
Supreme Court Urged to Hurry. 
Washington, D. C., May 26.—The Su- 
preme court today was asked by the 
government to expedite a decision on 
appeals from federal court decrees in 
Colorado holding unconstitusional por-

NHICAGO.—[To the Editor.J— 
That Michigan has at last put a 
closed season on grayling -is 
gratifying to those of us who 
knew this fish when she [we always 
spoke of them as of the feminine gen 
der in the old daye] was as common in 
Michigan streams as perch now are on 
the Chicago lake front. I realize that 
such a remark may sound like a “ fish 
story” to the present generation, but 

it is not stretching the truth. 

I have stood on the banks of the 
Big Manistee and the Au Sauble with 
literally hundreds of grayling in plain 
sight; they are a fish of the open water 
and do not hide under the banks like 
the trout; and I have seen grain sacks 
full of them caught by hook and line 
and served twice a day in the lumber 
camps. More than once have I seen 
them caught two or three at a time 
with the deadly grasshopper; the gray- 


a grasshopper never failed. 
* * 

Many years have slipped away since 
the grayling disappeared from her old 
haunts in Michigan; many theories 
have been advanced to explain her dis- 
appearance, but you are the only one 
of the present generation of writers 
with enough courage to offer the true 
reason, which was hoggish fishermen. 
The slaughter and waste of grayling in 
Michigan in the seventies and eighties 


days that exterminated the passenger 
pigeon. 

I caught a number of grayling last 
summer in northern Michigan, but 
they seemed to be coarser fish than the 
old “ Michigan trout.” Is#believe that 
they are Montana grayling that have 
been transplanted to Michigan waters.

If this had been kept up during the 
last five years it would mean an ifn’ 
crease of 3,250,000 in population from 
outside. But during the period 1914-19 
the reports of the bureau of immigra- 
tion show the increase of foreign pop- 
ulation was only 430,000, leaving a 
shortage of 2,820,000. On the assump- 
tion that about 60 per cent of the tn+ 
coming tide is unskilled labar, which 
is a liberal figure, the shortage in ‘or- 
dinary labor from choken migration 
would be about 1,700,000. 


Skilled Trades Take 1,000,000. 

During the war, however, a part of 
unskilled labor has changed to skilled. 
It does not take long to learn to ren 
a machine in a factory. Place this at 
1,000,000 workers, and the totaj net 
common labor shortage looks to be in 
the neighborhood of 2,700,000. And 
as this labor is basic, the falling off 
serves to slow up industry in all its 
ramifications.
